Science I renovations

Hunger, at home and abroad 
were the themes of I.E.A's 
(International Exchange 
Association) World Hunger 
Day held at the Great Hall 
last Wednesday. 

Anthony Malito, member of 
the IEA, was manning a booth 
selling a Canadian food 
supplement for a $1.00 a cup. 
The proceeds of the sale are 
going "to support a well- 
drilling project in East Africa" 
says Malito. The supplement 
is similar to the one the 
Canadian Government sends to 
developing countries who, due 
to their malnutrition are in 
need of nutritional supple- 
ments. The ingrediants 
include soya gritts; powdered 
milk, corn meal, water, and a 
touch of sugar. The mixture is 

"highly nutritious, easily 
digestable, and the dry 
ingredients can be easily 
shipped to the countries", said 
Malito. 

Two speakers were on hand, 
Kaireen Crichton, from 
Sudbury's soup kitchen who 
spoke on hunger at home, and 
Leo Therrien from the 
organization of Develonmpru 



and Peace who talked about 
the myth that there is not 
enough food in the world. It's 
merely not- distributed 
properly, he said. 

Alice and Roger Tetreault, 
members of the Development 
and Peace committee of the 
ALL SAINTS CHURCH and 
L'TOUSSAINT in Minnow 
Lake were manning the booth 
selling Bridgehend Products. 
The revenue generated from 
the sale of tea, cashew nuts, 
coffee and vanilla beans all 
went back to the developing 
countries from which they 
came. 

The IEA, although initially 
an L.U. association, is open 
not only to students but to 
professors and the community 
says Malito. The IES was 
formed last fall, "to educate 
as much as possible the groups 
here on campus and in the 
community", says Malito. 

This spring, Malito, Monica 
Lakshman and Nicole 
Foucault will be going 
overseas with crossroads to 
bring back to the community 
valuable information invol- 
ving the problems of world 
hunger.

The Science I renovations are 
running on schedule according 
to Dean of Sciences, Doug 
Goldsack. 

The renovations, costing $6 
million, which will take 
place over a five year period, 
were necessary to improve the 
poor ventilation, fire safety, 
and space problems of the 
twenty-five year old building. 
"Everybody is happy... there 
will be improved health and 
safety, a chance to upgrade 
the labs, 20% more space, and 
more office space", said 
Goldsack. 

The biology department's 
penthouse (5th floor) will be 
expanded to a full floor, and a 
new 6th floor will be 
constructed as well, housing 
parts of the Science and 
Engineering departments, and 
CIMMER (Centre in Mining 
and Mineral Exploration 
Research). In this floor 
present analytical equipment 
as well as new equipment such 
as an x-ray flourescence 
instrument and hopefully a 
scanning electron microscope 
will be located. 

When asked if the 6 million 
dollars could be better 
invested in a new building, Mr. 
Goldsack replied that the 
idea was considered but that 
it would cost 12 million 
dollars to build a new science 
building and the Science I 
building would still have to 
be renovated to meet health 
and fire regulations anyways. 
The science I building 
rennovation began because the 
Ontario government was 
approached by Dr. Rank for 
money to improve the general 
and lab ventilation. This was

the opening of a can of worms. 
It was discovered that the 
Science I building was never 
fire coded. To bring the science 
I building up to fire- 
regulations an outside stair- 
well is being built. Lab walls 
are being rearranged and 
thickened in certain areas as 
well. 

The floor renovations are 
going to be taking place in 4 
different phases. The 1st 
phase will consist of the 
renovation of the 2nd floor in 



the summer of 88. The 2nd 
floor will be renovated in 89. 
The 3rd floor in 90, and the 
4th floor and the basement in 
91. This is being done to 
minimize the disruptions that 
are caused by the construction. 
On that note Dr. Goldsack 
explained that everything is 
going along smoothly and 
ACME, the construction 
company, should be com- 
mended for their work and 
willingness to accomodate the 
students and professors.

Editorial policy? What editorial policy? 



You do your job and 
we'll do ours 



Those who have a basic con- 
cept of the purpose of a student 
newspaper will realize that 
we are a free voice unbiasly 
reporting the news and acting 
as a catalyst for social change 
on campus. 

The SGA, on the other hand 
believes that Lambda should 
become their weekly 
newsheet. Although we 
represent the voice of the 
students, and the SGA 
represents those students; the 
SGA is an organization on its 
own-looking out for its own 
interests. Therefore, it is 
Lambda's responsibility as a 
completely autonomous 
newspaper to inform the 
students of the actions of their 
elected representatives. 

Thus far, Lambda has used 
only a small fraction of the 
power we possess. Most SGA 
events are reported on in a 
favourable manner. Those 
warranting criticism, receive 
it; but minimaly. Perhaps this 
is where their attitude stems 
from. 

Laurentian University is a 
city within itself. The SGA, of 
course, represents the city 
government; Lambda, the 
media. The media covers 
many of the activities of city 
government and freely 
criticizes on these issues in 
their editorials. Yet good 



relationships are maintained 
even in the deepest 
controversies for each 
understands the role they must 
play in the community. 

The executives of the SGA 
apparently do not understand 
their role, and certainly do not 
respect Lambda's. After 
spending perhaps more money 
than they had anticipated 
upon in advertising in 
Lambda; thev have criticized 
us for being financially 
unaccountable. 

To remedy this, the SGA 
had first suggested that they 
take control of our finances. 
Lambda staffers responded 
with outrage. Then, after 
student council deliberations, 
the SGA proposed to help us 
re-establish a Board of 
Directors. Lambda has been 
functioning without a board 
all year since the "at large" 
positions were not filled 
during last year's SGA 
elections. 

This help has a high price, 
the proposed Board would 
consist of council members and 
Lambda staffers. Here there 
would be an even split between 
the voice of the press and the 
control of student government. 
The SGA has a vested 
interest in having control over 
Lambda. They feel they have 
paid a considerable amount for 



advertising in Lambda despite 
the discount given to them. 
They are required by the SGA 
constitution to advertise many 
of their events in the paper. 
All Canadian University 
Press(CUP- a non-profit, co- 
operative of college and 
university newspapers) Papers 
do not give their Student 
Governments free advertising 
although many councils would 
love them to do so. 

With council members on the 
Board, the future will ul- 
timately see severe hard- 
ships. Ben Farella, although 
unclear on the specifics said 
he would like the Board to 
have the power to hire and 
fire all Lambda staffers, 
including the Editor-in-Chief. 
Currently all masthead 
positions are elected by the 
staff of Lambda Publications. 
The ramifications of Mr 
Farella's proposal can only 
lead to Lambda's becoming the 
object of the SGA's ventril- 
oquism. 

Many CUP Papers, who are 
not autonomous are facing 
problems with council mem- 
bers who don't like to be 
reported on. This fall the 
Student Council of Lakehead 
University fired the staff of 
the Argus and hired its own 
staff after a conflict between 
the President and the Editor 



over an unfavourable story 
that was run. 

Currently this cannot hap- 
pen at Lambda, but to give any 
consideration to these ludi- 
crous proposals would be 
asking for that type of sit- 
uation in the future. 

When talks first began the 
SGA threatened to; kick us out 
of our office, refuse to release 
student levy in the fall, and 
spear head a campaign 
against our needed student 
levy increase referendum. 

It really disappoints me to 
see that an executive that has 
the knowledge to obtain a seat 
on the Board of Governors is so 
unknowledgeable of the role 
they play within their own 
community. The SGA has 
absolutely no power to carry 
out these threats, except for 
the campaign against our 
referendum-which would be 
viewed as an attempt to 
strangle the free voice of the 
press. 

Words were given, and 
hands were shook three years 
ago when Lambda became 
autonomous, says the author of 
Lambda's autonomy, current 
CUP President Donna Mayer. 
Romeo Bartoli, Director of 
Student Services, guaranteed 
our space. For although,Gl 
was originally designated 
SGA space, it is ultimately 



University space from which 
we have many years ot 
squatters rights. Since it 
would have been too expensive 
for Lambda to collect our own 
student levy during 
registration, the SGA agreed 
to do it. Now the words 
"honour" and "promise" are 
blackened from the e 
executive's dictionary. 

This whole affair shows ( to 
use an old cliche) the SGA's 
true colours. Even though I am 
a card carrying member SGA 
member, I obviously cannot 
support them in their 
ridiculous endeavor. If others 
hold my view, do not keep 
your lament silent. 

Although right now it would 
be easy to accept the proposal 
of the SGA rather than fight 
for the preservation of our 
autonomy. Lambda's future 
depends on our strength. 

The press must remain free 
and independent for it is the 
glue that holds democracy 
together. 

This year maker your ballot 
count. Elect a responsible 
knowledgeable executive con- 
cerned with the problems 
facing the student body, 
rather than ones concerned 
with the financial gains of 
taking over other independent 
organizations

, | ' here was a time, in the beginning, when Rock 'n Roll

Thrust into the limelight 
and expected to handle it they used their newfound wealth 
to counter the lonliness. Often resulting in broken hotel 
rooms, all night parties and excessive drug and alcohol 
consumption and in too many cases, the untimely death of a 
great musician.

Drugs were the food of the day for the mucicians of the 
1960's, initially introduced for pleasure and to "expand one's 
musical horizons" they soon became a rampant dependent in 
the loose-money, fast paced world of Rock n Roll. Drugs 
were a standard by which the elite were judged and stories 
of their use became common place. Patti Smith probably put 
it the best, 'To use heroin, or to look like you do, according to 
this image, is to acquire artistic credentials, since no-one but 
a lunatic or a tortured genius would do such a dumb thing." 

Unfortunately most choose to use it rather than just look 
like they did. The problem stemmed from the fact that no 
matter how invinceable we thought our idols to be, they 
were human and years of drug and alcohol abuse slowly took 
their toll on a generation. By the late 1960's and early 
1970's it was evident that the "peace and love" world the 
youths of the 1960's dreamed of had somewhere along the 
way been lost in the shuffle and slowly a generation of 
promise began to choke on its own excess. The heros were 
mere caricatures of their former selves, some so beaten by 
drugs and alcohol that they merely slipped away unnoticed, 
others weren't so lucky. By the end of 1971 Rock n Roll had 
claimed some of its most heralded siblings for its own. Janis 
Joplin had been found dead of a self-induced heroin 
overdose. Jimi Hendrix had succumbed to years of abuse and 
Jim Morrison was found dead in a bathtub in Paris. As the 
years progressed more would follow. Many were still living 
the dream of the 60's. Kieth Moon fell to a drug overdose, 
Marc Bolan eventually found solace from his life when it 
ended in a fatal car accident. The list could go on for pages 
but perhaps the biggest blow came in 1977 when Elvis 
Prcsely appeared on national television for the world to see 
that even the "King" had been caught. He was a bloated 
charicature of his former self and a sobering realization for 
many that even heroes fade. Shortly afterwards Elvis was 
dead of a drug overdose. Possibly for the first time people 
began to understand that these people weren't the 
indcstructable leaders we'd given them credit for. 

Finally it became stagnate, 
slipping into a painful parody of 
itself. The music had fallen from 
innovative and exciting to 
predictable and boring. 

The 1960s had made huge strides musically, taking a 
vicious toll on the minds and bodies of its followers along 
the way.

Punk music as it was called never made 
a big impact on the charts, it did however open the doors 
into what had become a safe, and conservative music 
world, allowing for the eventual emergence of many of the 
bands that dominate the charts today. The best and 
saddest example of the punk image was Sid Vicious (John 
Simon Ritchie). Recruited into the band at age 18, Sid 
became the stereotyped punk. The problem was that he was 
merely a troubled and confused kid, angry at his world. His 
story is the most violent to date in the rock world. It's a 
story of lonliness and isolation, of a young man in over his 
head, hooked on heroin and believing in the empty myth of 
his own stardom. Sid's career was a struggle in futility and 
after a couple years of wasted youth Sid was charged with 
the murder of his groupie girlfriend Nancy Spungeon. He 
never stood trial, however, less than four months later, in an 
unsurprising and final act of contempt, Sid was dead of a 
self-induced heroin overdose. He was 21 years old. 

The doors that the Sex Pistols opened were flooded with 
hoards of angry young bands, however, once the initial 
burst of energy had subsided the music began to mellow, 
seemingly the bands had gotten rid of most of their anger 
against the system. The result was a great diversity in 
music as technology slowly permeated into these bands 
creating the dance bands of today. Perhaps the best 
compliment towards the Sex Pistols came from singer Sade 
who attributed their success as playing a role in her ability 
to be a marketable commodity. Simply put, if the music of 
the Pistols could be accepted then almost anything would be. 

Rock 'n' Roll has its moments of 
explosive violence and its 
moments to sit back and 
reorganize. 

Presently we are in a state of stagnatnation. As far as the 
music today is concerned it's safe, it doesn't ask much and 
most importantly it helps us forget some of Rock'n Roll's 
turbulent past. Like it or not, it is an essential part of music, 
for like any other struggle Rock 'n Roll has its moments of 
explosive violence and it's moments to sit back and 
reorganize. Just as glitter rock and disco were an essential 
alternative to the sad ending of the 1960's, so to is our 
present music a reaction to the rebellion of the late 1970's. 
It's quite safe, therefore, to assume that somewhere in the 
not too distant future another group of youths will be 
stepping forward to make their mark on society through 
their music. Exactly how and when, no one knows, and that 
is in itself the essence of Rock 'n Roll. 

Since its beginning, Rock 'n Roll has been tagged as 
rebellious, sexual and sinful. At times it has lived up to this 
reputation, other times, such as Live Aid, it has restored a 
faith that our heroes are still human and capable of human 
emotion. All too often the sensationalistic Sid Vicious 
stereotypes cloud out the ones that reflect that rock stars are 
real people in often unreal situations. Rock 'n Roll has 
already proven, that in some form, its here to stay. It has 
also proven itself as the most consistantly controversial 
artform. At various times it is our seducer, our friend, our 
mentor, and sadly, all too often, our destroyer. Hopefully 
the future will provide more of the enjoyment and less of 
the pain and sensless waste of human life.

SGA proposes to Lambda 



Last Wednesday night, the 
SGA offered Lambda a pro- 
posal outlining the recon- 
struction of the Lambda Board 
of Directors. Lambda has been 
operating without a Board all 
year. 

Ben Farella, SGA President, 
said the members sitting on 
the Board "all depends on the 
AEF situation." If the AEF 
membership agrees to pay the 
student levy, Lambda will 
officially become bilingual;. 
In that case, he explained, 
"two AEF council members, 
two SGA council members, four 
Lambda staff members, one 
voting member to be elected by 
the board originating from the 
community and two ex-officio 
members; the Editor-in-Chief 
and the SGA General 
Manager. If the AEF rejects 



Lambda's proposal, then only 
two SGA council members and 
two Lambda staff members 
along with the other three 
members will comprise the 
board." 

"Basically, I think the 
Board would be able to pro- 
vide more managerial direct- 
ion and much more financial 
responsibility," he said. 
Although the specifics are not 
yet worked out, the Board 
would be required to hire and 
fire "the staff people", 
including the Editor-in-Chief, 
and make "good sound finan- 
cial, editorial, and manager- 
ial decisions", he said. 

Ted Markle, current Editor- 
in-Chief of Lambda upon 
hearing this replied,"I think 
Ben has no conception of the 
purpose of a Board of 



Directors. If that is what the 
SGA is looking for, then 
Lambda would soon become 
nothing more than SGA's 
Lackeys." 

Farella says he respects 
"the freedom of speech of the 
press, and won't infringe upon 
them." 

He also confirmed the Board 
of Directors was a "thought 
that stems from" a suggestion 
made awhile ago that the 
SGA take control of Lambda's 
finances. 

Markle says "we are 
indignant with the SGA's 
proposal. I was informed by 
the SGA executive that if we 
didn't comply with their 
demands we would be evicted 
from our offices; not have our 
fees collected; and the SGA 
executive would run a 



campaign against our refer- 
endum which is equivalent to 
holding us hostage. 

"I think financial account- 
ability is our foremost concern. 
So I agree with the 
resurrection of Lambda's 
Board of Directors, but the 
SGA does not understand that, 
in order to best serve the 
Laurentian community, Auton- 
omy is a necessary element of a 
student newspaper", explain- 
ed Markle. 

Controller of the SGA, Dave 
MacDonald said the proposal 
was made by general council in 
an incamera setting. "Basic- 
ally the law has been broken 
at Lambda," he said. 

"Lambda has forgotten its 
actual membership this year. 
Students weren't informed 
about the SGA structure 



change, the Book drive, the 
off-campus bus service and 
other SGA activities including 
their council meetings," he 
said. 

The SGA is trying "to make 
Lambda more accountable to 
the students and to offer a 
better service-both news- 
worthy and financial," he 
said. 

MacDonald says he 
"disagrees with financial 
autonomy," since the SGA 
represents the students and is 
"the only voice of the students 
at University." 

If Lambda rejects this 
proposal, Farella says "we 
would have to caucus again 
and come up with another 
plan." 

"The power lies in the hands 
of good intention," he said. 



Youth asking questions

On March 18, an Ontario 
Federation of Students task 
force will hold a public 
meeting at Laurentian to 
discuss the course of education 
in the 21st Century. Entitled 
"Youth Asking Questions", the 
meeting will address the 
changing role of colleges and 
universities in Ontario's 
transition from a resource- 
based to a service and 
information-based economy. 

In January, the OFS 
established their spring 
campaign to deal with quality 
and accessibility, and directed 
the thrust of it toward the 
formation of the touring task 
force. 

OFS Chairperson Matt 
Certosimo is presiding over 
"Youth Asking Questions" and 
will sit on committees 
consisting of representatives 
from each city the tour visits. 

The task force is divided 
into three stages. The first 



stage involves conducting the 
public meetings. On March 
31, the hearings will reach the 
second stage when a 
symposium will be held in 
Toronto. Representatives of 
university administration, 
university faculty interests, 
business and labor will 
comprise the symposium's 
advisory committee. 

After compiling pertinent 
information, the results will 
be forwarded to the 
government along with 
recommendations by the OFS. 
The results will also be used 
by the OFS for research and 
lobbying purposes. 

Local committee members of 
the March 18 meeting in 
Sudbury include Sheena Weir 
(Chair-Elect, Ontario Feder- 
ation of Students), Sean 
Bradley (AEF representative) 
and Ben Farella (President of 
SGA). 

Weir said that the task 
force will be visiting 
"between fifteen and twenty 



cities" and most have both a 
college and a university. 

Weir has attended one 
hearing in Windsor and said 
the issue that stood out more 
than the others was that of 
accessibility. She says, "We 
(students) are all fighting for 
equality", and insists that 
students are concerned about 
maintaining quality, but "a lot 
of times administration sees 
the way to solve the quality 
problem is to limit acces- 
sibility." 

Weir says that they are 
"irrevocably tied" because 
the quality suffers if the 
accessibility is not there. 

Another issue to be 
addressed is the future 
interests and areas of concern 
related to part-time students. 
She said the panels hope to 
"gather information from 
people at each campus and 
say: "You're an administration 
person. How do you see the 
world of the part-time student 
changing. What can we do to 



change it. What needs to be 
done. 

The quality of education at 
the primary and secondary 
level is also of interest to the 
committee. According to a 
paper submitted by Deborah 
Coyne to the Ontario Social 
Assistance Review Com- 
mittee, 30 to 40 per cent of 
students never complete high 
school. Weir points out: "We 
have been discussing that on 
the tour." 

Farella feels that discussing 
elementary and secondary 
education issues within the 
framework of the tour is 
important. He says that when 
issues are addressed at the 
post-secondary level, "in ef- 
fect you're addressing the 
entire problem. The more 
attractive and the more 
accessible post-secondary ed- 
ucation is to those secondary 
students, then the more people 
will enter post-secondary 
education and therefore 
decrease that per centage." 



He has spoken to the 
president of the Students 
Council of Cambrian College 
about the present and future 
role of each in the community. 
Farella is confident that the 
task force will result in 
providing concrete facts that 
will "be a very handy piece of 
information for students to 
have." 

According to Farella, 
speakers with various 
interests such as university 
administration and the 
Chamber of Commerce will be 
given an opportunity to voice 
their opinions and explain 
their perspectives about the 
role of post-secondary 
education in the future. In 
turn, members of the panel 
will ask "pertinent questions 
about their presentations" 
which involve direct concerns 
of students.

the OUAA Championships at 
Brock University. On top of 
his world best time in the 200 
metre I.M. Alex also surpassed 
the OUAA records in the 100 
metre backstroke and the 400 
I.M. 

Congratulations to Alex for 
not only withstanding the test 
of time, but for maintaining 
excellence while doing it.
